C. Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-22 have been cancelled without prejudice. Claims 23-32 are pending. Claims 
23-32 stand rejected wider 35 U.S.C. 103(a). Claims 23-32 are being appealed. The Section 
103(a) rejections were made generally under either Reed or the proffered combination of Reed in 
view of Wakuta (see Final Office Action mailed February 5, 2008 [hereinafter Final Office 
Action]), namely that: 

a. Claims 23-27 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
U.S. Patent No. 6,160,798, to Reed et al. ("Reed"). 

b. Claims 28-32 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Reed in view of U.S. Published Application No. 2005/0221828 to Wakuta et al. ("Wakuta"). 
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
